ST. ALBANS, Vt., July 3.—The state- 


ment that Gen. Hancock was anxious to 
support Tilden in 1877, in the event of 
the hitter's taking the Presidential oath, 
is further strengthened to-day by the 
fall statement of Hiram Atkins, Chair- 
man of the State Committee, and a 
newspaper correspondent, the latter be- 
ing pledged to secrecy at the time of 
the Democratic conclave. 
Atkins says 


that at a dinner given by him to Gen. 
W. F. Smith, of New York, in Montpe- 
lier last April, Smith made the follow- 
ing statement: "Prior to the establish- 
ment of the Electoral Commission Gen. 
Hancock informed Gen. Sherman that 
it was due to him (Sherman) to be ap- 
prised of what his (Hancock's) position 
was in the matter. 
He, therefore, 


would say that he considered that Mr. 
Tilden had been elected President of 
the United States, and Grant's term of 
office expired at midnight of the 3d of 
March ; that regardless of anything Mr. 
Ferry might do, if Congress declared 
that Mr. Tilden was elected President 
he (Hancock) believed Tilden had a 
right to take the oath of office wher- 
ever he might be, and that if Mr. Til- 
den did take the oath of office and he 
should receive any orders from Mr. Til- 
den, as President of the United States, 
after midnight of the 3d of March, he 
would obey them.
